Claims 30 & 31 have been cancelled. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1,3-5, 13, 18-24 are allowed. 

Patentability has been found because none of the prior art discloses or 
renders obvious a method with a step of initially dealing cards such that the only 
indicium that appears on each card is either the card's suit or the card's rank but not 
both and a step of a player selecting a card and both the card's rank and card's suit 
appear in addition to other elements of structure claimed. 

The closest prior art of reference was Needier (592). Needler's teachings fail to 
anticipate or render obvious applicant's invention because it did not explicitly disclose 
the aforementioned elements of applicant's invention. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either 
comply with all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not 
complied with.
